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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' amended 
their claims so that both independent claims essentially include the limitations of original claims 1 + 4, 
except that the strippable coating "is a non-aromatic polymer", instead of the previously claimed 
"comprises . . . " thus removing the previously applied 1 03 using Ludden et al (5,487,852). 

Concerning the use of the relative term "fine-line" in claim 10, on page 7 of the 5/10/04 (5/5/04) 
response, part 111(b), applicants allege without support that 'The term Tine' encompasses lines thinner 
than 200 |jm." Given the context, presumably they mean line width, not thickness. The cited patent PN 
6,618,940 to Lubert et al, was NOT found to provided any definitions, and the fact that it uses "fine-line" 
without any clear metes and bounds in the claims does NOT provide any useful support to the present 
case. However the examiner reviewed relevant prior art in view of applicants' alleged definition, and 
Miller et al (6,251,488 Bl; col.9, lines 57-65), Tomari et al (6,127,052; col.8, lines 45-52) or Morgan et al 
(WO 92/21790; abstract), while not providing definitions per se, all use value ranges within or as 
proposed by applicants' representative, such that the preponderance of evidence may be said to support 
applicants' alleged definition, and thus provide file wrapper estopple for the meaning of the term.
